In any case, it seems a pity that what we 
cannot help regarding 4s over-emphasised, 
if not exaggerated, strictures upon the inade- 
quacy of the army, and over insistence upon 
our unpreparedness for things unlikely to 
occur, should have set our Statesmen to 
mooting such radical changes.

CHINESE PARTNERSHIPS AND 
COMPULSORY REGISTRATION. 


So 
(Daily Presa, 12tu July.) 

The compulsory registration of Chinese 
partnerships in Hongkong has long been 
recognised ns n vital necessity, both for the 
protection of commercial interests and for 
the simplification of the work of the Law 
Courts. Hitherto the demand |for such a 
departure has always been met with the 
rejoinder that the scheme was impracticable 
and impossible, that it would constitute an 
interference with the ssurce of the Colony’s 
wealth, namely, the Chinese trader ; but at 
length we have arrived at a stage at which, 
it wpuld appear, the authorities are begin- 
ning to realize the falsity of their past policy 
and to adopt means, tentative though they 
be in the meantime, whereby they may 
devise some method of dealing with this 
very important matter, and gf brushing 
away what is admitted on all sides to bea 
erying evil. It is good to hear, too, that 
Hongkong and Singapore are entering upon 
thg movement together. Owing to the 
geographical situation of Hongkong, she 
suffers more jrom the evil than does her 
southern neighbour. But their general 
interests are identical. It-is more difficult 
for an absconding debtor to get away from 
Singapore unbeknown. From Hongkong 
he can abscond to China by a thirty-cent 
passave on a Canton steamer and latgh 
defiance at the British law from the other 
side cf the Border. The most common 
instames of the evils attendant upon the 
lack otf compulsory registration appear in 
the Bankruptcy Court. Agnin and again 
cases come up before the Judge io which 
firms ask to he adjudicated bankrupt, and 
when it comes to an examination into the 
state of the firms’ affairs the partners are 
found to have absconded or else they leave 
men of straw to bear the brunt of the pro- 
ceedings and get out of the difficulty in the 
best way they can, with the result that the 
creditors are kept out of their legal rights 
in a manner that cannot be described other- 
wise than as fraudulent. 

The case which has bronght the registra- 
tion agitation to a head is that of the Po 
Fung Bank, which suspended payment in 
March ot this year and went into bank- 
ruptey with a deficit of $120,000. When 
the time came for judicial examination into 
the Bank’s estate the only persons who 
admitted partnership were the two managing 
partners, neither of whom was in a position 
to meet the Bank’s large liabilities or to do 
anything towards it. The Official Receiver 
found in the course of his enquiries that 
there were several other aadeciared part- 
ners, and in the result an issue was ordered 
to be tried as to whether at least three of 
these were not partners. After a four-days’ 


trial the Chief Justice, Sir WiLL1aM Goop-. 


MAN, in-nn eminently sound judgment found 
that these three men had been proved to 
have been partners, and his Lordship accord- 
ingly found against them on the issue, - 
The Singapore Free Press commenting on 
this same case in its earlier stages explained 
how the Chinese commercial system of part- 
ners extends much further than is customary

in Europe. A hong or chop is inaugurated 
for some specific ee oionnt venture, or to 
carry out some industrial work, or manage 
an estate, or own @ ship. “A number of 
names nre got together, some of men of 
standing, some of men of straw; the com- 
bined capital may be much cr little, the fact 
being that the good men’s names are the 
draw, and these men may (or may not) be- 
lieve in the bona fides of the speculation. On 
the strength of these good names the chop 
commences business, gets credit among the 
Chinese as well as the European firms, and 
goes on gaily for a time living on credit, 
The really good men find out that the busi- 
ness is not a paying one and withdraw, 
giving as little ubliel ty to the withdrawal 
ns the manager of the firm can’ persuade 
them to adopt. When difficulties arise the 
proprietors aud other parties concerned are 
not to be found, and often the only person 
in thé firm who can be got at is he who 
describes himself as a ‘paid servant’ or 
manager. The procedure is quite common 
here asin Hongkong and is as generally 
condemned as it deserves to be.” 1 fe 
Sir Writtam Goopman at the first hear- 
ing of the case stated that he and liig brother 
Judges had been for a long time in fuvour 
of enmpulsory registration of partnerships- 
and he added that he thought this |was a 
matter which should have the attention of 
the Government ; one-quarter of the work 
of the Court was taken up directly or in- 
directly ia deciding questions as to whether 
certain persons were or were not partners. 
In the course of his judgment also His Lord- 
ship stated it as his belief that “among the 
Chinese of means there were many who 
wished to limit their liability in partnership 
businesses to the amount of their shares in 
such businesses. They disliked being hable 
fur unknown amounts resulting from the 
contracts which the managing  partoer 
might enter into on behalf of the hong, and 
as, under British law, all partners were 
liable for the debts of the firm, when they 
wished to evade this obligation they took 
care that their names should not openly 
appear as partners, cven in cases where 
their friends knew that they were really 
partners having shares in the business, and 
on that ground were more realy to give 
credit to the firm. In case the firm should 
become insolvent. such persons probably 
honestly believed that they had discharged 
all the obligations imposed by integrity and 
commercial morality if the share they had 
contributed went towards meeting the 
liabilities of the firm. They felt practically 
secure against further liability because of 
the great difficulty of proving them legally 
to be partners. Such was the view he 
entertained from the experience he had 
gained in this Colony from the numerous, 
cases of disputed partnership which had 
come h ‘fore Limsslf and other judges in the 
Courts of Law.” nas, 
The Engl:sh law of partnership and the 
Chine-e view of the subject are absolutely 
irreconcilable. Nothing can meet the needs 
of the case but compulsory registration. It 
may be that here, as in Singapore, ao 
objection may be raised on the part of the | 
Buropean firms through the Chamber of 
Commerce hy reason of the fact that re- 
gistration would apply to them equally with 
the Chinese firms, and would necessitate 
disclosure of the composition of all partuer- 
ships; but there is at least one past repre- 
sentative of the Hongkong Chamber of 


Commerce who has in effect voiced a favour- 
-able view of the project in the Legislative 


Council; and it must also be remembere:! 
that in the bulk of such bankruptcy cases 
Euro firms figure among the creditors, 
so'that their direct gains would more than 
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compensate them for any indirect dis. 
advantages that might follow upon rezistra- 
tion. Moreover, as the legislation would 
be directed against semi-fraudulent partner. 
ships, foreign objectors would be scarcely 
complimentary to themselves, 

The Po Fung Bank case is the most con- 
venient instance to quote as bein freshest 
in. the public memory. But innumerable 
cases could be cited. On the same day as 
that on which judgment was delivered in 
the Po Fung Bank case, there was before’ 
thas Court another, that of the Tung Chan 
firm, whose statement of affairs showed 
liabilities of $840,000 and assets of only 
$500,000 ; yet when the public examination 
was entered upon none of the partners were 
forthcoming, and there only appeared the 
manager, who disclaimed all knowledge of 
any living partners and declared that the 
only one he kaew of had lately died in 
Canton. Nothing more could be got out of 
him, but as there was an offer from an out- 
sider to take over the business and make a 
composition of 66 perecat., there was nothing 
else for the Court to do buat declare the 
examination closed.

in his pockets to pass: judgment with 
incisive certainty.

they are still grumbling there—at the rates. 


-And they cannot put fires out so expedi- 
tiously at Shanghni as to choke off the 
grumblers, either. ; ; 
Another grumble heard locally has re- 
ference to the absence, at Hongkong, of a 
beautiful Bund like the one at Shanghai, 
with seats. The provision of a few seats 
now, near Blake Pier, and round the Praya 
—that is a grumble we may echo, for is 
their absence rot a standing grievance? 
But to cite Shaughai in support of accusa- 
tions of lack of the esthetic sense on the 
part of the Government, is to suggest that 
eur grumblers know the beauty of Shanghai 
by hearsay ouly, as Sotomon once of SHEBA. 
Not many weeks ago, the northern com- 
munity celebrated the jubilee of an event 
its volunteers recollect with pride, as one of 
the first historica] occasions of active service 
for the carpet soldier. That was the ‘Battle 
of Muddy Flats.” The real battle of muddy 
flats, however, lasted longer than a day. 
Early settlers up there had to wrestle with 
dingy levels as our predecessors in this 
Colony had to strive with barren crags. Yet 
much as they did,and have done, not all their 
skill of forestry and horticulture has im- 
parted. a tithe of Hongkong’s scenic beauty 
to Shanghai, nor ever can, while earth is 
earth and sea is sea. Passing now to 
another grumble, perhaps one of the most 
long-standing favourites, we have to per- 
pend the grumble of the grumbler whi is 
pricked for jury service. In China, it is 
possible that business men called upon to 
spend a mail day in Court have greater 
excuse than their prototypes who rebel at 
attendance upon Quarter Sessions or Assize 
at Home. e have sometimes thought 
that the Volunteer movement might with 
allerounl advantage be extended to 
jurors and juries. There are generally 
some men of leisure who like the work 
as tending to relieve temporarily the 
tedium of existence. hey would not, it 
may be presumed, be guilty of the repre- 
heusible conduct of some jurors in Ceylon, 
presumably busy planteis, pre-occupied 
with their own affairs. Keferring to an 
acquittal he thought unjustified by evidence, 
the Acting Chief Jusiice of Ceylon (the 
Hon. F. C. Moncrrirr) said: “As a rule 
‘he had found the jurors intelligent aud 
“ fair-minded, and though he had had 
“occasion to disagree with some verdicts, 
“still those were cases in which there might 
“ have been some reasons for the view taken 
“by the jurors. The present was an 
“instance where he could see no reason 
“whatever for the verdict. He did not 
“ know whether it was want of intelligence 
“or want of attention which was the ex- 
“ planation. He reniembered a similar case 
“two years ago when a similarly unreagon- 
sas uble verdict had been returned. He ha! 
“ with difficulty refrained from expressing 
“his feelings on that occasion, but he could 
“not do so now. His Lordship condemned 
“the verdict in very strong language, and 
‘hoped that such a miscarriage of justice 
“‘would not occur again, or it would be 
“impossible to do justice. The Times of 
** Ceylon reports that on the following day 
“it wos noticed that the jurors, most of 
“whom were responsible for the verdict so 
“ severely criticised, had armed themselves 
“with pencils and paper, which they used 
“in making copious notes of the evidence!” 
There have receatly been at least two cases 
in which the Chief Justice of China and 
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Corea (Sir Hizam Suaw hee aie i tak 
have “ with difficulty refrained from expres- 
sing his feelings.” Lastly, although the 
list of prominent recent grumbles has been 
no more than skimmed, there was grum- 
bling recantly at the number of “ acting "’ 
officials in the Hongkong Government. The 
grumblers who do not presently see their 
schdmes for a colonial: millennium: given a 
trial, will surely then grirmble because the 
officials are not acting. Which “ just 


‘shows ''—as the children say—how hard it 


ig to stop grumbling. 


HONGKONG FINANCES, 


ao ve. Se 
(Daily Press 14th July.) 

Facts and figures covering a dozen foolaca, 
pages make up the report on the blue -boo 
for 1903, to be submitted by the Officer 
Administering the Colony to His Majesty’s 
Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
Dealing first with finances, it tells how the 
revenue of the Colony was - altogether 
$5,288,857.88, including $510,165.71 for 
Land Sales. This means that the revenue 
was greater by $337.784.18 than in any 
previous year, and exceeded the estimate by 
$305,562.88. An interesting tahle givea 
on a subsequent page shows how the income 
of the Government has gone on increasing 
for the last five years. In 1900 it rose by 
nearly $600,000. In 1901 there was a fur- 
ther leap upwards of w little over $11,000; 
an for the veir immediately preceding the 
perind with which this report deals, there 
was an additional increment of about 
§700,000, in round numbers. Thus we 
find that in a bare half decade, the revenue 
has heen swollen by a total increase of 
§1,628,714.63, amp!e evidence, if there were 
no other, of the assured and increasing 
importance of a Crown Colony whose enter- 
prise, at the outset, was embarked upon 
with so much diffidence. Turning to 
expenditure, which would, of course, in- 
crease automatically in some sort of rativ, 
the outlay for list year was, in total, 
$5,396,669.48, or, without the item for 
Public Works Extraordinary, $4,746,838.44, 
That is less, by $512,879.03, than the total 
expenditure for 1902, and leaves the 
Colonial Treasurer with a deficit on the 
year’s actual work of $157,811.60. Revert- 
ing again to the quinquennial table, it will 
be seen that the annual increase for three 
years was in the main strictly proportionate. 
Beginning in 1899 with an expendi- 
ture of $3,162,792.36, there was a surplus 
of $447,350.89. The first increase in outlay 
amounted to nearly $466,000. By 1901 it 
had climbed up another $483,000, to 
which the corresponding increase of re- 
venue, already approximated at $11,000, wus 
scarcely commensurate. This still left, 
however, the treasury with a healthy surplus 
of $102,170.78 at the end of 1901, and it is 
tothe work done in the following yenr, 
the year prior to the one under 
treatment, tha® we must look for explanation 
of the somewhuat startling metem psychosis 
of a surplus of a hundred thousand dollars 
into a deficit of a million plus «ight thousand. 
The report would have been more complete 
if it bad included some exp!anatory re- 
ference, for which, however, the uninitiated 
colonist or Home student will look in vain. 
Reference to the Gazette, however, secures a 
reminder of the extraordinary expenditure 
of the year which witnessed the change. 
Among the items, in addition to the large 
amount expended in determined copement 
with disease, were the new law courts, and 
the Governor’s Peak residence, which were 
to cost together something like $117,000, of 
which over $73,000 was actually disbursed. 
The sixteen miles of Tai-po Road, and the 
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widening of Conduit Road, together ac- 
counted for more than $51,000, and work en 
the new territory was also a source of con- 
siderable financial drainage. Police stations 
and jails, improvements to the waterworks, — 
and the excellent interference with refractory 
and mischievous nullahe, accounted for 
another quarter of a million. Against 
“rainstorm and typhoon dimages,” an 
extravagant item which could well have 
been dispensed with, was set about $26,000. 
Taking everything into consideration, how- 
ever, the inhabitants, looking round at the 
numerous new features dating from that 
period, miay not improperly consider that 
there is evidence of value received, and some 
justification for @ state of things which, dn- 
paper, does not look so rosy as in former 
aspects. In addition to what was done and 
spent that year, 1902 left a legacy of ex- 
actions for its successor ; yet the expenditure 
was trimmed and pared down to $512,879.08 
less than it was. If the revenue had but main- 
tained its rate of increase, instead of lugging 
as it did ($687,190.08 increase in 1902, and 
only $337,784.19 increase in 1903) the deficit, 
already reduced by nearly $851,000, might 
have been rendered comparatively unim- 
portant. That may be partly accounted for 
by a decrease of over $61,000 in the amount 
derived from the sale of Crown lands. Here 
it ig necessary to point outa misstatement, . 
obviously a lapeue calami, that occurs on 
the first page of the report. Land sales are 
quoted us $61,195.51 more than in 1902. 
The figures in 1902 were $571,361, so that, 
as we have stated, the receipts were less by 
about that amount. However, “ returning 
to our muttons,” there is not the slightest 
reason for pessimism; quite the contrary. 
Assets make a satisfactory showing 
ugainst liabilities, and in summing up the 
position, the Officer Administering the 
Government speaks of the ‘continued pro- 
sperity of this Port.” The temporary 
diminution of the upward impetus is attri- 
buted to the war, and “ there is nothing to 
indicate that the trade interests . . of 
this Colony have ceased to expand.” What 
ought to be done to ensure continued 
expansion he outlines in the notes we have 
already published, and have frequently 
referred to. 


POLICE GRIEYANCES, 
(Daily Press, 15th July.) 

It is with more than a formal regret that 
we hear there is some dissatisfaction in the 
rauks of the foreign police of the Colony, 
due to disappointments in connection with 
the latest promotion list. It would be too 
much to expect that there should be no dis- 
appointments. Everything, in tie way of 
material advancement at any rate, does not 
come to bim who waits. But between 
disappointment and dissatisfaction there is 
drawn, in this connection, a certain dis- 
tiuction. The first, as we have hinted, is 
an unavoidable thing. By the second is 
meant the expression of the thing ; and its 
expression, fur from being a matter of course 
like the other, should te scrupulously 
avoided. It is not wise on the part of the 
balked, occunying such official positiors, to 
complain aloud in the market place, hecause 
that way never lies the hope of the end 
desired. Itis not good, because it smacks of 
envy, and tends to destruction.of the valuable 
esprit de corps. It is: of no avail, in the 
present instance, because there is very little 
chance of public sympathy for sych grum- 
blings and murmurings. Even supposing 
that sympathy were of the slightest use to 
a policeman, which it isn’t, it would burdly . 
be forthcoming just now. The plain citizen, 
with his own particular worries, would most 
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likely at this season retort: “ Bother you 
and your: promotion, Go and catch some 
of these burglars who are annoying us.” 
It is particularly foolish to allege, as we are 
informed is being done, that there has been 
favouritism, that the Officer Administering 
the Government has overlooked or over- 
ridden the recommendations of the Captain 
Superintendent of Police. Assuming for 
& moment so iusupposable a case, the 
possibility of injustice is no whit increased, 
seeing thatiu his time, playing, as is the lot 
of Service ten, many parts, the Officer 
Administering the Government has per- 
formed the functions of Police Captain, and 
may be supposed to know, much better 
than the malcontents give him credit for, 
the needs of the service and the deserts of 
the men therein. In one instance, the 
grievance is that men of longer service were 
passed over, and the obvious reply is 
that for a special service a man with 
special qualifications was selected. Some- 
times, as in the parable, it is right and 
proper that the later arrivals at tne Vine- 
yard should have their reward, without too 
much consideration for the feolings of those 
who have toiled beneath the heat und 
burden all the day. 
which two others were “ passed over,” has 
the very natural and suitable explanation 
that the recipien is more of a sinologue, a 


’ consideration not to be ignored by the 


authorities, who are at such pains to pro- 
mote among their men the very necessary 
study of Chinese. Experieuce and seniurity 
are ‘quite English” as steps to advance- 
ment, but no sensible person needs to 
have pointed out to him the possible 
qualifications and qualities of the first. 
There is a difference between the man who 
in ten years has learned and done xome- 
thing, and the man who in five has leaned 
und done more, and the sum of that 
difference, malgre the susceptibilities of the 
ten year man, ought to be promotion for the 
abler junior. Some euergy and zeal and 
study will do more to entitle the policeman 
to the uniform, emolument, and honour of 
the inspectorship than the lougest term of 
service, especially if part of that term has 
been devoted to nothing more effectual than 
“kicking against the pricks,” or cavilling 
at the discretionary doings of superior 
officers. No doubt, however, the wurmur- 
ings that have been brought to our notice 
will subside, and be no more thought of, 
save with a little self-shame, perhaps, when 
the first flush of disappointment has paled. 
In which case it is unnecessary to offer un- 
wanted advice to a very, on the whole, 
praiseworthy body of men; and it should 
suffice to :emind them, as the “ consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished,” that (as 
indicated in the recent Government paper 
relating to police probationers) “the 
requirements of the Public Service should 
rank before every other consideration,” 


HONGKONG JOTTINGS.

A correspondent enquires of me what is the 
respective rank that the Governor of Hongkong 
holds in relation to the Naval and Military 
Commanders in the Colony. Well. Sir 
Matthew Nathan, for instance, will be honorary 
Lieut.-General of the Forces and honorary 
Commander-in-Chief of the Navy. But his 
honorary positions interfere in no way with the 
prerogative of those two Executive Commanders. 
Troops can be moved and warships despatched 
without reference to the Governor, though he, 
as ultimate representative of His Majesty the 


-King here, enjoys superior rank by courtesy. Of 


course in the case of local trouble the Governor 
could call upon either Commander to lend 
assistance, but this would be more in the nature 
of a request than an order.

The business, calling, or profession of a thief 
in Hongkong appears to be on the whole both 
safe and profitable. Rarely indeed is the wily 
burglar caught, and I fancy the number of these 
rascals carrying on operations in the Colony 
increases as the years roll onward. Last year 
the value of the property reported stolen reach- 
ed. according to the police returns, what I

ne promotion, in | 


in the Colony. The precise amount was 
$228,061.37, and property to the value of only 
$26,941.16 was recovered by the police. There 
were 114 burglaries and 367 larcenies from 
dwelling houses reported to the police last year, 
but only 28 convictions for burglary ‘were 
secured and 25 for larcenies from dwelling 
houses. All of which goes to prove that the 
profession of the Chinese Sykes is both safe 
and profitable in Hongkong... During the past 
few weeks there has been quite an epidemic of 
impudent burglaries on the island and in Kow- 
loon. but I have not observed in the police court 
reports that a single case has been brought 
before the magistrates, except that in which 
Mr. Fung Wa Chun was the victim. Why 
is it ? Iam told that one terrace in Kowloon 
has. in the space of a few days. been treated to 
a succession of nocturnal visitations by burglars. 
and as further evidence of their impudence and 
daring I am informed that valuables have 
even been removed, and in one case a revolver, 
from under pillows while the owners slumbered 
and slept. Whether robbery is as rife in the 
Colony this year as last Iam unable to say. but 
it is at least far more rife than it ought to be. 
and in view of the public dissatisfaction with 
this state of things the Government might 
very well consider the advisability of holding 
an inquiry into the organisation, strength and 
efficiency of the Police Force.

Composed of very fine 
unite, it grows monldy in the harbours and is 
only fit for ornament. Its vital pieces do not 
exist, are in bad condition. or are replaced by 
temporary pieces. and God knows when it will 
be able to start. Besides which, everybody is 
asking of-what use it can be. By the Red Sea 
it will require 52 days at least, perhaps 60 or 70. 
according to the weather. This brings it to 
the end of September, if the fleet leaves at the 
end of July, which is very doubtful. It is 
feared that it will arrive too late. z.c., after the 
feast is over.” 

VLADIVOSTOCK. 

At Vladivostock there are twenty-two forts 
and batteries on which are placed 100 heavy 
guns and Sevres guns, with calibres ranging 
from six inches to eleven inches. ‘There are 
four ironclad cruisers (one of which has been 
wrecked, however), several transports (the largest 
one of which is the Lena), several second class 
torpedo-boats (which are from 100 to 200 tons 
in displacement and from nineteen to twenty- 
one knots in speed), and ten small torpedo-boats 
of an old type. Under the circumstances, the 
Japanese squadron can only attack Vladivostock 
by torpedo-boats. Small torpedo-boats cannot 
steam with the main squadron for the distance 
of 10,000 nautical miles, so that six destroyers 
of from 280 to 380 tons’ displacement must be 
sent out from Japan. The Japanese squadron 
would incur a great loss in passing through the 
straits to the entrance to Vladivostock, since 
the east and west channels of the straits are 
strongly defended. 

‘“ THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF.

The Daily Mail. pet 
journalistic offspring of the new baronite, seems 
to be “top side,” now that the Times’ Haimua 
charter has expired. On the Russian side it 
has the clever Hands. hero of many 8 scoop 
and in Japan, editing its war news with the skill 
acquired by five years’ residence on the spot, 
E. J. Harrison. who speaks and reads Japanese 
like a native, and is the foremost foreign ex- 
ponent of jujitsu in Mikado-land. His journal- 
istic experience includes a long spellin western 
America.

According toa striking panoramic map by 
the Japanese Mainicht vewspaper, revised and 
republished by the N.-C. Daily News. the Japa- 
nese army in three columns is marching north 
with Mukden as their converging point. One 
column, leaving a large force on the neck of the 
Liaotung Peninsuls, investing Port Arthur, is 
following the railway track along the ‘west to 
Haicheng. and (as recent despatches indicate) 
has passed Kaijing. This is the force that 
won the great battle of 'Telissu. In the valley 
road running from the port of ‘I'akushan to 
Haicheng, its scouts almost equi-distant with 
the western column, is the central column, 
massed at and about Shuen. The main army 
of invasion, operating from the Yalu, taking 
Fenghwangeoheng and Saimachi en rovte, has 
pushed forward two detachments, oue marchiug 
parallel with the middle column, along the 
Liaoyang Road, and the other clearing the r ad 
over the Motienling Pass from Suimachi to 
Mukden. 


RUSSIAN OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE KINCHAU 
FIGHT. - 

General Stoessel reported to headquarters 
on May 28th as follows: 

“On May 26th. after a fierce battle which 
lasted two days. I ordered the Kianchaa position 
to be evacuated in the evening, for we had 
opposed to us at least three divi-ions. with 190 

uns. 
‘ The enemy's fice, particularly that of four 
guoboats and six torpedo-boata, completely 
annihilated our batteries mounted at Kinchaa. 

The 5th Regiment, which was posted at this 
spot, stood its ground heroically. 

The fire of the regiment, as well as that of 
ou- batteries and the gunboat Bobr off 
Khonnoueza, inflicted enormous losses on the 
Japanese. 

Our losses amounted to thirty officers and 
about 800 men killed and wounted. 

We blew up and damaged all the guns which 
the Japanese had not put out of action, It was 
certainly not expedient to bring up siege 
artillery during a fight, for it would have to 
have been done three days before. 

The battle of May 26th began at five o'clock 
in the morning and lasted until sight o'clock 
in the evening, when I ordered the position to 
be evacnated gradually. ; 

The explosion of a number of mines and 
fougades was rendered impossible, inasmuch as 
{he Japanese turned our position directly, 
advancing through water up to their waists and 
under the protection of their + hips. 

The spirit of our troops is excellent.” 

The method of transmission of General 
Btoessel’s despatch is not disclosed, bat it is 
presumed to have been brought by a juok. It 
wus @vidently drawn up ander stress of circum- 
stances, as it was hastily written in pencil 

SURVIVORS AT VLADIVOSTOCK. 

The following telegram reached the Foreign 
Office on Wednesday, 29th ult., from Mr. Inouye, 
Japanese Minister at Berlin :— 

“The U.S. Ambassador at St. Petersburg 
has supplied me by telegram with the following 
report, which he received from the U.8. Com- 
mercial Agent at Vladivostock :— 

“‘The survivors of those who were on board 
the Sado Maru and the transports which were 
sunk on June 16th and 17th arrived at Viadivo- 
stock on June 20th. They number 103 Japanese 
and 4 English engineers, in addition to 1 Japan- 
ese passenger and 11 wounded Japanese. I 
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id a visit to the survivors on June 22nd..I am 
informed that all of them, with the exception of 
the wounded, will be removed to some other 
place in a few days. The names of the survivors 
will be reported immediately I receive them.” 

The foreign engineers on the transports 
numbered only three—namely Mr. Glass, Obief 
Engineer on the Hitachi, and Mr. Kerr, Chief 
Engineer, and Mr. Carmichael, Second Engineer. 
on the Sado. Probably the fourth Englishman 
is one of the deck officers. 

CAPT. TROUBBIDGE.

Sir.—In The Standard o: the 4th instant a 
report from the New York Correspondent of a 
London paper is telegraphed from 8. Peters- 
burz, in which it is stated that —‘ Captain 
Troubridge is responsible for Admiral Togo's 
successes, having planned the night attack on 
Port Arthur, and being present at it in person.” 

In view of the possibility that misunderstand- 
ing may be caused were this statement to remain 
uncontradicted, I shall be under an obligation 
to you if you will mention in your next issue 
that I was not responsible for Admiral Togo” 
successes; that I did not plan the night attack 
on Port Arthur; and that I was not present at 
it in person.

TWO VESSELS SUNK AT GENSAN. 

The following reports dated the 30ta have 
reached the Foreign Department from 
Gensan :— ‘ : . 

1. Four Russian warships came here this 
morning at 5.30. : ae 

2, The number of Russian torpedo-boats was 
five. Besides these. three larwe vessels resem- 
bling warships were sighted off (he port. 

3. Russian torpedo -boats began to attack the 
settlement this morning at 6,10. ; 

4. Six Russian torpedo-boats stopped firing 
at 645 a.m. after sinking one steamboat and 
one small sailing ship. ‘l'hev left the port at 
7.20 a.m. ; , 

5. The enemy consis‘ed of three warships, nine 
torpedo-boats, and one vessel which seemed to 
be a torpedo-destroyer. They steamed south- 
east and were off Anpen at 9.30 a.m, 

6. They fired about two huadred shots at the 
settlement, but did not do much damage. ‘I'he 
steamboat sunk by the Russians was the Koun 
Maru, belonging to Hori Kiu at Chemulpo, and 
the sailing ship was the Seisha Muru, which 
came across from Hokkaido. Her tonnage was 
only 35. 

7. The crew who were on bos.d the Seisha 
Maru say that a searchlight was turned upon 
them on the 24:h - ff the voast of Shuaggin. 
All the people in the Seitlement escaped to the 
hills and no one was killed. (Kobe Heruld ) 


THE Japanese were in the Motienling Pass on 
or about the 4th inst. The middle column of 
the First Corps occupied Lienshan-Kwan.

A Ningpo jank loaded for the south struck 
a mine at 3 o'clock on the 29th of June near 
Ching Hang Island, between Chinchou and 
Fuchou in 31.39 N. Lat., 121,14 EB. Long. 
Nine men were killed. Fifteen have been 
landed here, of whom two are in hospital. 

HE construction of iron cages for mines is 
going on merrily: in Shanghai. Four of them 
were seen, says the Shanghai Daily News, being 
taken along the Bund on a truck on Saturday 
morning, and they are being ithay manu- 
factured in Hongkew. It would be indiscreet 
to ask whether they are for Russian or Japanese

Some of the St. Petersburg papers complain 
of the asec rea fr eigsancal oO poopie 
public, especially in the provinces, wi mee 
to the war. One of the principal, the Buss, 
says ~—“ Already there are people who despair 
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of the future and are ready at any moment to 
cry for peace. . . Everybody professes to 
hope for some sort of victory which might 
enable Russia to put an end to the war without 
loss of honour, but the utmost they expect is a 
stroke of good luck, not a decisive triumph.” 

Amone the documents found on the steamer 
Yedo-muru, one of the vessels sunk at the mouth 
of Port Arthur harbour. the following defiant 
note was discovered fastened on the rail of the 
bridge: “ Remember, my dear Rugsian sailors, 
my name is Lieutenant-Commander Keriso. 
This is my second visit; my first was on the 
Kossuko. I will come again.’ This threat 
was not carried out, however, as the officer was 
found among the dead. 

Tue following report was received at tha 
Imperial Headquarters at Tokyo. on 30th June, 
from General Oku:—The number of the 
Russian dead buried by our troops on the 
battlefield of Tehlisz has reached 1.854. Besides 
these, some more bodies were buried in outlying 
spots. but the exact number is not known. 
Other trophies than the rice already reported 
are a8 follows : 16 quickfiring guns: 44 ammuni- 
tion carts ; 958 rifles; 27.233 cartridges ; 1,121 
shells ; 282 tools; 1.400 cases of cement: and 
several other things.

Government ‘House. 

Hongkong, 18th June, 1908. 
S1r,— With reference to my despatch of 30th 
April, I have the honour to transmit a copy of 
Memorandum giving an epitome of the in- 
formation and evidence in the possession of the 
Government. There is reason to believe that 
Hung Tsun Kwei was a prominent member of 
the conspiracy of which the Chinese Authorities 
received the first intimation from this Govern- 
ment. This man left Hongkong on the 31st 
March. A reward had been offered for his 
capture, dead or alive. and for the purpose of 
obtaining this reward a Cantonese bad character 
named Cheung Cho Ting appears to have con- 
ceived the crime of enticing to Hongkong a 
friend in Canton. who bore a likeness to Hung 
Tsun Kwei the conspirator. and there murdering 
him and returning the body to Canton as that 
of Hung Tsun Kwei and claiming the reward. 
Memorandum shows the manner in which this 
scheme was carried out. The action of the 
Chinese gunboat leaves no doubt that by some 
authority the gunboat was engaged on the ser- 
vice of conveying a kidnapped prisoner, or a 
murdered body from Hongkong, and there is 
evidence of ths direct complicity of Admiral 
Ho in the violation of British territory.—I

The Chief Justice pointed out that the 
plaintiff himself had stated that this was a 
monthly tenancy and had bean suown the letter 
from the Government and toll to go. It was 
quite clear that the lan-lord had tu protect him- 
self and tld these paople to go because the 
Crown had given notice that the trade must be 

stopped. There was a stipulstion in the lease —

It was 
admitted that the carrying on of a boilermaking 
trade was a noist trade and might he a nuisance 
and probably would be unless carried on in 
some place suitable for it.

As regards our 
prospects, I may inform you that we are at 
present endeavouring to arrange the sale of 
the Company's property through Mr. Larken 
at a price which will give us sufficient to return 
to the shareholders about 40 per cent of their 
capital. If this falls through and the price 
of rubber seems likely to be maintained we 
must later on consider whether it would not 
be to the interests of the shareholders to 
subscribe further capital after writing down 
our present capital sufficiently to cover our 
losses. The price we are getting for our rubber 
is an extremely good one, and if we had enough 
of it, we could pay good dividends. Before 
moving the adoption of the report I shall be 
pleased to answer any questions that share- 
holders may desire to put.

Notwithstanding the torrential rains which 
we have had of late, calculated ‘as they were to 
damage seriously the paddy crops, rice is more 
plentiful this year at over San On than it 
has been for several seasons. It isa disponsa- 
tion of Providence that the crop should have 
been go plentiful, for much of the ripened grain 
was washed out of the ear in the floods which 
filled every valley. The paddy is now being 
cut and threshed. In the Samchun market the 
best winnowed new rice can be got for $2.30 
and the next quality for $2.20, per pical. Last 
year at this time it was sellinz at $3 per picul. 

A GHINESE TRAIT. : 

An incident occurred lately near Same hun 
which shows a strange trait in the Chinese 
character. As many in Hongkong will know,

The Chinese passengers laughed 
and joked about the buffalo, and appeared to 
enjoy the smell greatly as an olfactory treat. . 
RAIN. ; 
The recent six days’ rain made each mountain 
stream into a roaring torrent, filling up the low- 
lying valleys with water, making them look like 
huge lakes. Last Sunday the rains up country 
must have been very heavy.

THE PROPOSED WHARVES AND OTHER 
ARRANGEMENTS. 


The plan of the new ferry wharves has just 
been completed. They will be both alike. The 
one on the Hongkong side will take the place 
of the existing one, while that at Kowloon, as is 
ae known, will be to the eastward of the 

ater Police Basin, quite near the waterfront 
corner. falisbury Road will be extended right 
to the wharf, two godowns being demolished to 
make way for it. The road, also, will be widen- 
ed to a width of 100 ft., the back portion of the 
block of buildings around the waterfront corner 
being pulled down to allow this. © These 
buildings are the property of the Hongkong 
and Kowloon Wharf and Godown Co., which is 
receiving as compensation from the Govern- 
ment the ground now occupied by that portion 
of the two public roads at present running 
between their godowns. At first the Govern- 
ment thought of conceding to them in addition 
the road lying between the end godown and the 
Torpedo Depot; but, as the Naval authorities 
objected, this will remain a thoroughfare. 
With the exception of the small area belonging 
to the Water Police. the Godown Co. 
own the whole frontage right from the Torpedo 
Depot to the police pier at Macdonnell Road. 
When the new arrangements are completed the 
roads leading to this frontage will be that at the 
Torpedo Depot, Macdonnell Road, and the con- 
tinuation of Salisbury Road. Landing at the 
new ferry wharf, Kowloon residents will no longer 
have to thread their way through a maze of 
cargo work; they will make an exit on ton nt 
ablic road. ork in connection with the new 
fanding will be commenced in about a month's 
time. The new structure ought to be finished 
six or eight months afterwards, and be ready 
for the public by next April. 


The new wharf will be a two-pronged affair, 
and the ferry-boat will enter between its projec- 
tions. Arrangements will be made, however, 
whereby an additional “ prong" can be added. 
thereby allowing for the accommodation of two 
steamers receiving or discharging. as the case 
may be, at the same time. In the first instance 
the frontage of the pier will be 96ft. long, but 
later the additional prong will put on another 
56ft. The length of the outer projections 
will be 186ft., the central one will be 
30ft. broad, and the outer each 36ft. broad. 
The central part of the pier will be for first 
class passengers only. The system of the 
ticket office, entrance and exit will be carried 
out on much the same lines as at present, 
excepting, of course, that the accommodation 
will be very much better. Besides a waiting 
compound surrounded by seats, where there 
will be standing room for 100 persons. there 
will be a waiting room for ladies. From the 
waiting compound a gate leads to another 


compound, as wide as the middle pier, upon 


which the gangways of steamers, steamers on 
either side, will be lowered. Accommodation 
for second and third class passengers will be on 
the outer projections. At each of the 3rd-class 
compounds there will be standing room for 
280 persons; and there will be standing 
room for 100 persons at each of the 2nd- 
elisa compounds. The 3rd-class exit will be 
provided with turnstiles to prevent undue 
crushing. Second and 3rd-class passen- 
gers will, as at present, have to descend a 
flight of steps to ‘board the ferry. There will 
also be outer steps on the pier at either side. 
The pier will be built of wood piles and plank 
flooring. The upper-work, strengthened by iron 
pillars, will be of wood algo. On the street side 
there will be a bicycle shed and two little shops. 
Taking into consideration the ever-increasing 
traffic between Victoria City and the mainland 
the improvements will be timely and much 
appreciated.

TRADE IN MAY. 

It appears from the Board of Trade returns 
that with regard to the details of our trade with 
the Far East there was last month a very 
considerable decrease in the export of cotton 
yarn and twist to China, Japan, and the Straits 
Settlements, the figures for China heing 16.000 
Ibs.. against 466.100 Ibs.. and for Japan 1.500 
Ibs., against 54.600 Ibs. last year. For the five 
months also there is a large shrinkage all round. 
Taking the total trade in all kinds of piece 
goods, shripkages are shown by China. Japan 
the Philippine Islunds and the Straits Settle- 
ments, the Dutch East Indies alone showing 
any increase. For the five months there is 
again a shrinkage all round, none of the coun- 
tries mentioned showing increases. The export 
of linen manufactures to the Philippine Islands 
shows a satisfactory increase for the month, buy 
there is still a considerable fallin s off in the 
figures for the longer period. The shipments of 
woollen tissues to China show an increase for 


both periods, but a decrease for Japan. In 


worsted tissues the same remarks apply. In 
regard to metals there was a falling-off in the 
quantity of mixed and yellow metal shipped to 
China both for the month and five months, 
whereas the value of textile machinery and 
millwork sent to both China and Japan shows 
satisfactory increases. Larger quantities of old 
iron and steel for re-manufacture were shipped 
to China during both periods, whilst that 
country also took an increased quantity of lead. 
The quantity of lead exported to Japan shows a 
decrease for both periods. Turning to imports we 
find that a much larger quantity of tea came from 
China last month. the figures being 241.740 Lbs.. 


against47.362 Ibs. last year: for the fivemonthsalso | 


there is a considerable increase. the figures being 
5,152,108 lbs.. aguinst 3.966.818 Ibs. lust yeur. 
Silk shipments from China show good increa-es 
both for the month and five months. but there 
were none from Japan.

CREAN OFFICIAL AT HONGKONG.

A description of Mr. Lau Ping-koon’s 
dress will be interesting.

RAISING A WHARF. 


For some time past that end of the Hone- 
keng, Canton and Macao Steamboat Co.'s wharf 
next the Praya has been gradually subsiding. 
due doubtless to the heavy buildings erected in- 
side the gate. When the wharf sank no less than 
five inches it was thought advisable to take 
measures to stop the subsidence, especially as 
the iron piers and stanchions were beginning to 
show signs of giving way under the strain put 
uponthem. Yesterday wasthe day fixed for ca rry- 
ing out the raising operations. A staging was 
erected underneath from which to proceed with 
the work and everything was got ready for a 
start as soon as the bustle attendant on the 
departure ofthe Heungshan at noon should have 
passed off. The gates were then shut and 
casual visitors to the pier had to make use 
of a temporary bamboo bridge leading from the 
Praya at the side of the entrance. The power / 
employed for hoisting the end of the wharf was 
hydraulic. When the apparatus once set to , 
work the huge bulk, veuhiag something like ; 
80 tons, was forced slowly up and back into its 
original position. Owing to the heavy super- 
structure, the operation was rendered more 
difficult as there was a danger of the gate-wall 
collapsing when the ba:e was being pushed , 
upwards. Fo tely there was no mishap. | 
and the work was carried out quite successfully. ; 
A large crowd of Chinese assembled to witness | 
the unusual spectacle. As is usual with 
them under such circumstances, they would 

reist in getting close up to the job to 

ve a “look-see" heedless of the possible fall of 
the wall: and it was only with difficulty that 
they could be kept outside the zone of danger.

The return of commupicable diseases in the 
Colony shows that during the week ended 9th 
inst. there were 24 cases of plague. one case of 
cholera (fatal), three cases of enteric fever (one 
fatal). One case of enteric was imported from 
Saigon by the French cruiser Gueydon. 


Dr. L. Pereira Marques, of Macao, who was 
lately on a visit to Bangkok. was the recipient 
of an address and presentation of silver plate 
from Macao-born residents in Bangkok in 
recognition of his kiodness to his countrymen.

He went on duty as usual 
on Saturday night, but shortly afterwards 
complained to another constable that he was 
feeling unwell. This man whistled for as- 
sistance and Constable Ali was brought to the 
station. He died while being carried to the 
Hospital next morning. 

A correspondent suggests that when the new 
electric cars start running, only those ricksha 
coolies who are found to have perfect hearing 
should be licensed, as accidents will be frequent 
if the pullers cannot hear the warning bell of 
the car. It seems that some such restriction 
with regard to eyesight is enforced in Singa- 
pore. Certainly the ricksha coolies in 
Hongkong pay no heed to bicycle bells or 
overtaking horse carriages, but this is more 
likely to be due to disinclination to hear than 
to inability to hear. 

It is so long since the concession was granted 
to the British syndicate to construct a railway 
from Canton to Kowloon that the Chinese 
authorities would appear to have forgotten all 
about it. In the Tientsin Chineso official 
organ it is reported th«t the Viceroy of Canton 
has obtained the necessary authority from 
Peking to raise a loan of 3,000,000 taels among 


the wealthy Chinese residents of Kwantung | 


province, and it is gravely set forth that the 
money is to be expended on the following 
works :—“ 1 To establish an official industrial 
institution at Canton. 2 To construct the 
Canton-Hongkong and Canton-Macao branch 
lines ; 3 To establish Water Works at Canton.”

The further advance in exchange has 
curtailed the immediate business to a considerable 
extent, as the mefchants, fearing that exchange 
will go still higher, have dropped their prices for 
more than even the rise in this factor warrants, 
except in such cases where they mnat have the 
goods to fill pressing orders. There has, however, 
been a welcome revival in business for Newchwang, 
and it is reported that several of the merchants 
have made new piirchases, whilst clearances of 
old contracts are said to be fair. These remarks 
apply almost entirely to American Sheetings and 
Yarns, other clasges of goods being neglected. 
Clearances all round seen to have been fairly 
satisfactory, chiefly for the River Ports, but 
Fancies are not moving off so freely as they 
might, although the-fact must not be lost sight 
of that the summer months are usually a slack 
time for most Fahcies, except such goods as 
Lawns and similar articles, light in texture as 
well ss colour. Fast Black Italians privately are 
quite neglected, the merchants offers being con- 
siderably helow present home costs calculated at 
to-day’s exchange.| What demand there ia now 
is more or leas speculative and things should im- 
prove as soon consumers show anxiety to 
replenish their storks, althongh with the heavy 
stocks here and the full supplies on the way, 
there is almost sure to be great ; 
Forward business |has -been confined mainly to 
December and Janhary shipment, but dealers are 
not very anxious td commit themselves at present, 
so far ahead.
